“The present case seeks to extend}

Former. Penitentiary Official

TORONTO, Ont,— (By The Canad- 
fas Press)—Romeo P. Laplerre, B.A., 
'has left off teaching convicts in pen- 


French to the pupils of Humberside 
QGoliggiate here. After six years of 
work In St. Vincent de Paul Peniten- 
tlary, Quebec, and a period in Ports- 
mouth Penitentiary Mr. Lapierre has 
many interesting things to. tell about 
his work in the prisons. 

“Every inmate has a lbrary. catal- 
ogue In his cell,” 

“and there are 8,000 volumes. of: all 
kinds in the prison ligary to’ choose 
from. In addition the government sub. 
scribes to about 60 magazines.’ Practic- 
ally all of the men avail themselves of 
the library privileges and even the Illit- 
erates take out picture magazines, Fic- 
tion ts most popular and the library 
Is quite up to date.” 

Part of Mr. Lapierre’s duties consist. 
ed in visiting the men in their cells and 
asking them what they would like to 
read as well as advising them what 
books to select.’ 

“The idea,” he said, “Is to try to 
mould a man’s life in prison so that he 
;ean better his position after he gets 
out.” 

The penitentiary school, Mr. La- 
plerre explained, ls conducted in the

Radio was an-experiment with the

OTTAWA. Ont., May 7 — Thirty 
thousand Canadians, migrating to the 
United States have deo'ded within 
the last twelve months that there's 
no place like home.” In addition 30,- 
000 American citizens have decided to 
come north <md settle permanently 
in Canada. 

Altogether 167,722 immigrants en- 
tered the Dominion through ocean 
ports and over the international boun- 
dary, and. 33,798 former Canadians 
returned to Canada. The last fig- 
ure Includes 2,793 British subjects with 
Canidian domic! 995 natural- 
‘ved Canadians. 

. The British immigrants numbered 
~ §8880 but this included the 8448 Bri- 
tish miners who came out in the har- 
vesting scheme last year. Out of 
. this number 6,445 also decided there 
was no placs like home and xent 
back to Great Britain. Apart from 
these, the total British immigration 
“was 11,227 as compared with 151,597 
the previous year. y 
Setected Migration 

‘The preponderance of selected im- 
migration is being maintained. In 
addition to the 58,880 British, there

Schenectady, N. ¥., May 10—Invthe 
presence of delegates from: fifty-six 
Canadian and United States Colleges, 
and over 1500 men of letters, civic lead- 
ers, alumni and undergraduates, Dr. 
Frank * Parker Day, scholar, soldier,

“They are about 
fifteen or eighteen inches square and 
in spite of the intense heat and char- 
ting of last night they were still hold- 
ing their place sturdily supporting the 
upper floors, Charred they were and 
black, but they were also strong, little 
deteriorated by age or fire. 

Once before Mr. Cooper, the present 
proprietor had a serious loss, when 
three or four carloads of wheat plung-

he looked over the ruins of the build-

Some dropped into the river, 
only to come to shore further down 
stream, while others hid themselves 
awny in the tall grass beside the river.

“To conduct our business on the 
Principle of truth, honesty and Integ- 
rity in every transaction.” 

Specifically this means the adver- 
tistng code of ethics declares, to: 
“Consider first, tha Interest of the 
public, in particular those we .serve: 
curport, unequivocally, the principle 
of “Truth in Advertising’; avoid all 
manner of exaggeration, misrepresen- 
tation and falsification; confine all 
statements to verified facts; refuse all 
false, malicious, indecent or mislead- 
ing advertising; discourage and refrain 
som all deceptive or coercive methods 







,and to respect the sprit and letter of 


all contracts, and neither expressly nor 
impliedly promise performance which 
;cannot reasonably be fulfilled.”

Coal Mine Closed = os | 





NANAIMO, B.C., May 25—(By the 
Canadian Press)—Another chapter in 
the fe of the Vancouver Island coal 
Industry, wh'ch once flourished thn’ 
the supply of fuel for steamships ard 
factories ahd private dwellings along 
the Pacific seaboard from Alaska to 
the Mexican border has ended with 
the closing down of the Extension 
mine. : 

All the coal mines on Vancouver 
Island have had a relatively short life 
except Number One mine at Nan- 
aimo, which has been operated since 
the days of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany domination of the Island back 

lin 1852. 7 

The Extension mine was located on 
ithe {smous Wellington seam, the low- 
est of the three principal coal seams 
in the Nanaimo field. The Welling- 
ton fleld was discovered by the late 
Robert Dunsmulr In 1870 and it form- 
ed the foundation of the largest fam- 
ily fortune in British Columbla. When 
Robert Dunsmuir’s son, James, who 
served a term as lieutenant-governor 
of ‘British Columbla died, he left an 
¢state valued at close to $10,000,000. 

The extension mines were the scene 
of large scale production for several 
years and for twenty-four years they 
held first place among the producers 
‘n Western Canada. When the wor- 
kings were sold to the late Sir Wil- 
Mam Mackenzie in 1900 and the Ca- 
nadian Collieries (Dunsmulr Limited) 
was originated It was proposed to in- 
crease the production at Extension to 
6,000 tons dally, but this figure was 
never attained and since then the 
competition of foreign fuel ol] has re- 
sulted in an almost continuous de- 
pression in the coal fields.

languishing. 

“In the primary industries there Is 
peace and the will to make the best 
of everything, while In the highly-proa- 
tected trades there is strife and bit-} 
terness with consequent dislocation of 
industries. “ 

“We will have to get back to work 
and cut out the, ‘something for nothe | 
ing’ idea., Subsidization {s not worth 
a snap of the finger. Every industry 
should be self-supporting. Australia’s 
slogan should be ‘Payment by results’. 
If this were done the price of living 
weuld speedily come down.”

RIO JANEIRO, May 29.—The largest 
rose diamond ever found in Brazil 
was recently discovered in the state 
of Minas Geraes. The stone in the 
rough ‘weighs llicarats and when cut 
it Is estimated it will weigh 40 carats 
land be worth ‘nearly $500,000. *.
